Autom obiles Kill 24,000 
According to an estimate announced today by the National 
Safety Council, 24,000 fatalities wen. attributed to automobile 
accidents in the United States in 1027. 'I hi is an increase of three 
per cent over the toll in 1020, w ha n the estimated total w as 22,500. 
Despite the appalling figures, encouragement is found in the 
November report from HO cities and large states, which showed 
Y2 deaths each day. 
This compares favorably with the 77 each 
day last year and HO each day in Novend rn 102"). 
However, safe and sane driving dm 
not appeal- to bo the rule 
in Ohio, for the report of the state d e p a r t m e n t of health, division 
of vital statistics, for the first ton month 
of the year indicated 
there is a gradual increase in the number of deaths from persons 
r iding in automobiles and killed at grade crossings. One hundred 
and eighty-three state motorist were killed on crossings, compared 
with 152 for tin' same period in 11)20, and there were 52 deaths in 
collisions between automobiles and treet ears an increase of six 
over the previous year. 
Disregard of traffic regulations, according to a cheek up by 
tho Ohio State Automobile association, is responsible for most 
accidents. And the “hunched*—the car driver who edges his way 
out into an intersection while waiting for traffic signals to change 
— is blamed for no small share of tile fatalities, for he endangers 
the lives of pedestrians. 
If the Colden Rule were adopted by automobile drivers and 
pedestrians there would be a falling riff in the mounting toll in 
traf fie accidents. 


Want Ad Puzzles 
AV. ut aals in recent years have become Creek to many roaders. 
Often thej could not be deciphered without extensive research. 
This was due to an orgy of abbreviation. 
Words were shortened iii a natural desire to save space and 
money. Newspapers stood for it, and advertisers exercised their 
ingenuity more and more. 
All sorts of words shrunk to a single 
f-ylki) Ie or letter. 
Lines were jammed with symbols intelligible 
only to the elect, and not always to them. 
Abbreviations over 
lapped, so that ‘Vol.”, might mean “colored” or “college" or 
“collect,” 
and 
“deb’ 
might 
mean 
“deliver” 
or 
‘delay’ 
or 
“delay” or “delicious.” 
The general public w as discommoded by the practice. Printers 
and proof readers were driven to desperat ion. * 
Newspaper publishers began to talk things over and agree that 
the style and usefulness of liner advertising pages was being ruin 
od, not to mention what was being done to the Knglish language. 
So many papers have taken a definite stand against abuse, insi t- 
ing thai ordinary words lie spelled out fully in liner ads, and no 
abbreviations be used except such as are generally recognized as 
legitimate. 
“The success of want ails,” explains a representative news­ 
paper, “depends on immediate action, and action comes only when 
Hie ad is easy to read and perfectly clear. 
This step bet aine in 
evitable for the protection of readers and advertisers alike, and is 
bound tu be welcomed bv both.” 


W hen Crooks W ere Hon orable 
Crime, it appears, is degenerating.

Take 
it from "Chicago May” Churchill, formerly an expert blackmailer, 
who has spent IS years in jail. and knows thousands of jailbird- 
by their most intimate names, and has now reformed.

shot so lie would squeal.” 
Alas for the Golden Age! 
Ifs always that way. The world 
gets worse and worse. 
No wonder May feels blue and hopeless 
about it. Nothing at all left to attract a bright young crook with 
criminal ideals. In despair, a lot of young folks may decide, as May 
has done at last, that they can't endure the sort of people that 
a criminal is likely to be thrown with nowadays, and might as well 
be good.
